Ottawa, April 16th - — The invasion o- 
Scandinavia by the Germans has rais- 
ed economic ag well as great military 
and naval problems for the allies. On 
the economic side, additional duties 


will Le placed on the shoulders of Can- 
adian agriculture and other industries. 
‘The occupation of Denmark, home of a 
highly developed agriculture means 
that Danish bacon, milk eggs, and but- 
ter which have hitherto supplied Brit- 
ish markets in substantial quantities 
will be diverted to Germany. The ruin 
of the Danish agriculture can be seen 
as an inevitable result of German occ- 
upation as a large part of the feed for 
animals (such as barley, and oil cake) 
was imported by sea, and this supply 
will now be cut off. Deterioration of 
the herds and decline in nuumber thru 
slaughter for food for the German 
army and civilian population are con- 
sidered certain. To fill the gap in but 
ter supply hitherto received from Den- 
mark the United Kingdom will undoubt 
edly look to Austrlia and New Zealand 
which already export very large quan- 
tities to the British market, Canada 
exports little butter, although sales 
will likely expand. It is however, in 
the bacon export that Canada wil have 
to put its shoulder to the wheel. Can- 
ada under an agreement now in force 
has contracted to ship from 40,000 to 
50,000 hundredweight (1112 pounds of 
bacon weekly, but this quantity must 
now be considerably increased. The 
Canadian producer is believed equal to 
the task, and it ise hoped that the les- 
sons Of the last war will have been 
learned and that the quality will be 
maintained and improved. The block- 
ade of the Baltic will mean also that 
Swedish and Finnish timber will be re 
ceived only in in small quantities ir 
Britain and Canadian exports of sawp 
lumber and pulp and paper will un 
loubtedly grow, not only to the United 
Kingdom but to the United States. 


DANISH NORTH ATLANTIC LANDS 

With Denmark occupied, the prob- 
lem has arisen of what measures can 
be taken to ensure the safety of the 
North Atlantic islands which owe 
allegiance to the Danish crown. The 
British navy have taken the Faroe Is- 
lands under its protection for the dur- 
ation of the war. Iceland, already 
practically a sovereign state has invest 
ed sovereign power in its parliamen , 
until Denmark's position is later c!ear- 
edup. The British navy will undoubt- 
edly keep a close watch on this North- 
ern island to prevent raids under cov- 
er of mists nd darkness by naval or 
air units from Germany. Closer to 
Canada is the vast territory of Green- 
land, a Danish crown colony with a 
population of about 16,500 Eskimos 
and about 300 Danes, Very little an- 
xiety is felt about Germany attempt- 
ing to establish an air or submarine 
base in Greenland for attack on Can- 
adian coasts. But both Iceland and 
Greenland present problems about 
which the Canadian government has 
been in communication with the Gov- 
ernment of Great Britain In the case 
of Greenland, Canadian interest is par- 
ticularly strong because of the prox- 
imity of this land to Canada, and be- 
eause of Canadian imports from Green- 
land of cryolite which is used in the 
manufacture of aluminum, The little 
colony along the fringe of the sea app- 
ears to have good supplies of food; the 
natives exist largely on the products 
of the chase and on sea food. If, how- 
ever, additional supplies of food or 
other commooities are needed, they 
will undoubtedly be supplied by the 
Nascopie, the Canadian Government 
ship on its sumer voyage to the Arctic. 
Canada Not Attempting to Influence 

United Gtates 

The Prime Minister has issued a 
statement “that the Canadian govern- 
ment hag no thought of attempting to 
intervene, directy or indirectly, in the 
affairs or policies of theUnited States” 
The government wished to make its 
make its position clear because of re- 
cent “public statements” ‘lhe Prime 
Minister intends to take a trip to Vir- 
ginia for a needed rest. If the visit 
is made he will probably make a friend 
ly call on Mr. Roosevelt and Mr. Hull. 
“They are both old friends,” said the 
Prime Minister. “And I think it wise 
at any time, and particularly at such a 
time ag this, for the heads of triendly 
governments to meet each other and 
express views.” 

New Session of Parliament. 

The first session of the pew parlia- 
ient will meet op May 16th. How loog 
it will last is not known. It may run 
well into the summer. Certainly « tea- 
trre of oute‘anding importance will be 
the introduction of the wartime bud- 


get which will provide fo: expenses 
approximately double ordinary peace- 
time gavernmental outlays. Although 
the suggestion hag previously been ai 
vanced at different times thut minist- 
ers of teh Cabinet might have their 
parliamentary duties relieved through 
the appointment of partiamentary un- 
dersecretaries, a system in voxgue in 
London, there is no intention of intro 
ducing a system of-the kind in the 
Canadian parliament for the time be- 
ing at least, ‘There is, however, a new 
portfolio in the Cabinet, that of Mun- 
itions and Supplies. Arrangement tor 
this were made in parliament last 
September in special session. Mr Howe 
Minister of ‘Transport, will have this 
portfolio temporarily at least as_ well 
as teh one he now holds. The Wa: 
Supply Board is fused in the new de- 
partment, and Mr King expressed his 
deep appreciation of the excellent 
work performed by the chairman ot 
the board, Mr Wallace Campbell and 
his associates, The development of the 
air branch of the active service ha 
led to the appointment of a Deputy 
Minister for Air. Mr James Stuart 
Duncan, Vice-president of the Massey- 
Harris Company has been appointed to 
the list, while Col. Maclachlan anid 
Col, DesRosiers, who have been assoc- 
fated in the conduct of the Nuationa: 
Defence Department, are confirmed as 
Deputy Ministers of the Navy and land 
forces respectively, the combined for- 
ces being under the direction of Hon. 
Norman Rogers, Minister of National 
Defence. The new Munitions and Sup- 
plies Department will have as its De- 
puty Minister, Mr George Kingsicy 
Shiels of Toroata,

‘Toronto— Almost a million pieces of 
hospital and surgical supplies and 
clothing have been shipped overseas 
by the Canadia Red Cross Society dur- 
ing the past two months for the men of 
the Canadian torces, 

From February list to March 31st, 
1,702 cases were shipped to the Cana- 
dian Red Cross Society in London, 
England. They contained thousands 
upon thousands of the articles made 
by the women of Canada-hospital ne- 
cessities and knitted articles, 

Thirty cases of hospital supplies 
sent during the same period to the 
French Red Cross Society; 244 cases, 
including clothing for refugee women 
and children, to the Finnish Red Cross 
44 cases to the evacuee children ot 
London; 34 cases for Polish refugees. 

Large quantities of woollen articles 
of slothing so necessary in the English 
winter climate have been distributed 
to the Canadian men in the Aldershot 
area by the Society’s Comforts Com- 
mittee in London, and grateful appre- 
ciation of the comfort of home-made 
soeks has been expressed by many of- 
ficers on behalf of their men. 

Dr Fred M. Routley, National Com- 
missioner, recently received a report 
from the overseas Visiting Committee 
that volunteer visitors had been re 
cruited and were now attached to 
many hospitals in England and Scot- 
land, It is the duty of these women to 
look after Canadian men lying woun 
ded in these hospitals and relay their 
needs to the London office, from whieh 
parcels are forwarded regularly. 
Wherever necessary, messages are 
sent by the hospital visitor to the pat 
ient’s anxious parents in Canada,
